belief? 1 ask you, wlio luis a right to ob- 
ject to your sprinkling or baptism ? Ask 
vourtiehcs, < arh, that *iiustion, and do not 
be afraid, Ijook every iliiiig right, straight 
in the eye, and right througli and through, 
and if you have gotten a goml sight 
of the truth, stand by it, '' fudder or no 
fodder." Well, as I said bi?fore, it was his 
religious belief. It is a duty to him to 
have as many wives as he can maintain, 
lie nhoysi uiily his ftx*liiigs of duty. Con- 
scieiKi.' regidates all our good emotions 
and pr<jnipts us to duty, eontinuidly cry- 
ing " duty, duty ! " It mak^ a man look 
jight through, and to perform his duty if 
he has got moral counige. Now what 
brings me here to night? not money — 
that, you can all swear to (laughter)-^ 
not for fanir, for I do not aspire to it^ — it 
is <luty. Wlieii this organ is large and 
well dcjvekiped, it is the most iH^aiitit'ul of 
tfie organs* The Mtirmon loves all wo- 
men » and wouUl marry all tlu^ women on 
Gods earth if he could support them, 
(Laughter*) Now I say, here is a man 
who may be set diiwn hb a good man in the 
conimunity — a good uieniber of soeiety, 
and yet this man has thrai wives and 
eight ehildron, and he is but thirty years 
of age, lie h an lumest man— known 
everywhere fur his honesty, >Iovv, idl 
these wiv^ arouse this man to energy, 
and ^ive an impetus to all his aetions. I 
say that he is a gi>ud member of society ; 
he says he has got all the mialifications to 
jlkake him such, there is only <*ne point of 



dinVrence between him and the ^eat mas^ 
of his species, viz,, the organ ot ** IJnioa* 
for- Life " was not weU developd. I have 
had it in my power to examnie a great; 
many Mormon heads, and 1 certainly 
found in some cases that the organ existp^ 
ed. As far as mj acquaintance goes 
with the Mormons, I pronounce them 
honest men. I examined hundreds of their 
heads — ^to Ise sure 1 ftiimd some of them 
rogues. The women harmunizt^ w ith ihfiM 
views, and actu^ly prompt their husbirndg^ 
to get a greater nurnht r *if wive-s. Their 
families enjoy then^ murv than wc do 
in society/ I have this from tlie tt j^timony 
of those who do not approve of Mormoiv 
ism. We tlRn\fore may adduce this faet^ 
that there b something in their orgamsm 
that invites polygamy, and the const*quenc^ 
is that I^lirenult>gy invites us to a large 
share of eliiuity — that charity and lovo 
which enable us to bear with our neigh* 
lK>ur in all lie dm^s, and if we seriously 
beUeve that he is in tlu' wrontr* to labour 
to remove it, and by all miaiis through 
kindiu ss. I will ht^re take the liberty of 
remarking that thh iRHiplc^, occupying the 
middle of this country^ — the liackljono vst 
the continent — have subdued the wilder- 
ness arountl them, and v htndd tre^t; 
them with that forbearance which Gad 
himself demand ^ nd without which we 
cannot hojie for im ri v nnr>rl "When 
we think of these |M u^ai U i us i 'mlj€r 
that we were not appouUe*l their judges — 
we made not their lau s, and have nothing 
to dn with them. Let us let them alone^ 
unles- uy do them good. I feel privilt^geJ 
to say that as far as 1 know* this intole- 
rant' and Ingotry on your part is net 
wiu*ranted by the circumstances.

He needs 
no help from man, his workSf great, hero- 
ic, anrl Ood-tike in the ciiise of truth, are 
engraven on the hearts of thouauuln, and 
are more stnpendoti'* monuments of His 
'greatness than a l*ompey'« rUtar^ or a 
Olefipatra's K Jcj tliat aspires in the 
air to proclaim the greatness of mortals*. 

Many sec^nes tranqwred during my ac- 
fjuaintance with hhn at KauvfKi, over 
which memory lingers dearly. By him, 
more than once have I been embosomed 
in the embrace of the great ** Father of 
Waters" there, at the saerecl spot — tlie 
deed more so, the dead revere it. Was 
he heni'volent ? Fi-mn home to house, 
and tent t4> tent, Jis they were Ft attrred 
along the unhealthy " flatn/' have I seen 
him achninister aid and consolation to 
aiJHicied brethren and sinters, and many, 
in answer to his prayers, were healed by 
the power of God. 

*Subsp<[uently, thro\igh the rage of 
mobs, wlio thirsted for the blood of inno- 
cence, did he, like a magnet true to its 
|K)h% defend the cause of the injured, I 
watched his firm, untbnehing course 
amid the rage of Carthage mobs in that 
never-to-be-forgotten tragedy- Two day^^ 
and nights in Carthage prison, as^ilcfl by 
the insults, yells, and curses of assassins, 
his testimony to the tnithf^ of heaven, and 
to the innocence of the inrareerated I^ro- 

{)het, he bore, in the face of those whose 
)ayonet.H through the iron bar between 
would fain 1, run him through. 

I, even now, w^ell remember the scene, 
the facts, when on the la&t night that the 
martvre<l Prophet slept on this l>lo<:>d- 
stainetl earth, some tour or five true- 
hearted brethren side by side with him, 
lay on the flnor, while Willanl Richards 
was left in the dark bv tlie last candle 
siecessible, before he had wearied himself 
in writing in defence of his muc*h loved 
l^rophet; and ere he fell adeep, the 



rush of the midnight assassins aglAirt oif 
prison door gave each an opportunity to 
test his strength and intt^i^rity. 

A few hours before ms death, JoMfih 
the Prophet desired me to inform Gov, 
Ford of the tljreats of the "gtiards," to 
assassinate him Iwfore sun-down," which 
I did three difermt inms^ and demanrleil 
protection in vain. The guards, awjire, 
refused to let me re-^nter the prison. 
Josepli, llyrum, all remonstratcil, but in 
vain- I w'as requested to se^ k of Col. 
Deming, a passport for Dr. Hiehard.^, 
which I secured, Tailing to force my 
way • in through the guards, Willard 
Richards came outside, and in private he 
replitHl, when informtMj of the threats of 
the mobs— " May the Lord proU^t your 
life in their midst. Here is a letter. Oo, 
by request of the Prophet." 

In all trving scenes, calm but immov- 
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able was his course, beyond a paralleK 

More reeentty still, I vriiifTTdji'r when 
aspirants would illegally . the reins 
of government in the absence of their 
li^itimate owner, his voice, like the roar 
of a lion in the forest, reverberated tln-ough 
the devoted **Orove," until the fainting 
liearts of evlI-flHcrs quaked V\liv nspen 
leaves, and tlarcd not recoil from ih t 
of his rebuke, 

I liave partly forgotten srlf, in view of 
the past di-eds of the departetl htTo ; and 
though these ideas never tefore blacked 
the face of paper, nor have others known 
them all, vet 'tis pRssmiX ^weet to linger 
o*er the memory of dt iiui ted worth, and 
tran5cril>«* with pen on paper what the 
actor h ngi^nven on memory's tablets, 
reserveil iijr the archives eternal. 

But, it is a fact—he has gone — gone to 
Joseph and Ifyrum, who have tlrnihtless 
longed to welcome him to his new field of 
labour. Blessed, thrice honoured be his* 
i^viT great name, and may t*ternities suc- 
cessively crown him witli the fruits of his 
labours. 

My very kind respects to dear brother 
Franklin.
